The anarchists are 
believed to have their headquarters at 
a house in Passy. 
The residence has 
been visited by the police on several 
occasions, but without obtaining any 
evidence in the way of arms, explo- 
sives or document. 
The anarchists 
seem to have had notice of the times 
when the police would make 
their 
raids and" the authorities are not with- 
out suspicion, there are anarchist sym- 
pathizers in the police force and gov- 
ernment offices. The antecedents of 
some'of the police are being carefully 
inquired into, and their associations 
watched. 
Owing to the dread of other 
dynamite outrages the guards at vari- 
ous public offices and at the military 
Btations in and around Paris have been 
much stiengthened. At the Bank of 
France a large special guard has been 
placed, and any suspicious person seen 
in the neighborhood is questioned and 
made to give an account of himself 
The foreign refugees in Paris, of which 
there are a large number, especially 
from Bussla and Poland, are all under 
.surveillance and it is reported that 
Beveral police agents are at work on 
the theory that the origin of the dyna- 
mite conspiracy is to be found among 
these people.

CHICAGO, March 16.—An Inter-Ocean 
special from St. Paul, Minn., says: If 
any doubt existed as to where the 
Farmers' alliance stands with reference 
to th« National Union company, it was 
dispelled last night by the executive 
committee of the Minnesota alliance, 
which adopted the following resolutions 
at its session : 


WHEREAS, This committee has listened 
to presentation of the 
plans of the 
National Union company, and. 


WHEREAS, The said company does not 
ask the alliance or any of its members 
to invest a dollar of capital or assume 
any of their responsibility, and pledges 
the members of the alliance to sell 
equally good goods at the same prices 
charged by other merchants and give 
them a considerable rebate on all pur 
ehases besides, and. 


WHEREAS, The alliance will always 
have it in its power to crush the said 
company by withdrawing its support, 
should it fail to keep its promises, or 
should it develope any injurious feat- 
ures, therefore be it, 


Resolved, That we as the members of 
the alliance give the matter a full 
and fair hearing, and if they are satis- 
fied, to support the Union company one 
year at least as an experiment and see 
how it works.

Behr was arrested and, with four or 
five strangers shown Miss Stapp, who 
promptly identified him. He was 
placed in the jail under strong guard. 
Public feeling runs high, as the girl is 
in a dangerous condition and should 
anything happen her Behr will prob- 
ably be lynched. 
The sheriff is pre- 
pared to make a desperate 
resistance 
and will remove him to another county 
today for safe keeping.

The Reciprocity Kcclion of the Mcliin 
Icy Bill No Good. 


WASIUNCTOX, March 16.—When the 
supreme court decided that the McKin 
ley bill was valid and constitutional 
despite the fact that the 30th section of 
the aet as it passed oongi-ess was omit 
ted from the enrolled bill, and also de- 
spite the presence of the reciprocal 
section. Chief Justice Fuller and Jus 
tice Lamar dissented from the opinion 
of their associates as to the constitution- 
ality of the reciprocity section, although 
holding'with the majority that the act 
as a wholo could not be disturbed. 
Their dessent was expressed orally, but 
since then their views have been re 
duced to words and tomorrow will be 
placed with the opinion of the major- 
ity. 
They argue that the reciprocity 
section 
is unconstitutional for the 
reason that it delegates to the presi- 
dent the legislative power vested by 
the 
legislation 
in congress 
alone. 
Quoting the sectior^ they say: 
"We do 
not think that legislation of this char- 
acter is sustained by any decision of 
this court, or by presidents in con- 
gressional legislation numerous enough 
to be properly considered as the prac- 
tice of the government. 
The section 
now under consideration does not, as 
provided in the statutes of 1800 and 
1810, entrust the president with the 
ascertainment of a fact therein defined 
upon which the law is to go into opera- 
tion. 
It goes further than that, and 
deputes to the president the power to 
suspend another section in the same 
act whenever he may deem the action 
of 
any foreign 
nation 
pioducing 
and exporting the articles named in 
that section to be 'reciprocally un- 
equal and unreasonable,' and it further 
deputes to him the power to continue 
that suspension and to impose revenue 
duties on the articles named 'for such 
time as he may deem just.' 
This cer- 
tainly extends to the president the ex- 
ercise of those discretionary powers 
which the legislation has vested in the 
law making department. 
These fea- 
tures of this section are in our opinion 
palpable violation of the cons'iilution of 
the United States and serve to distin- 
guish it from the legislative precedents 
which are relied upon'to sustain it as 
the practice of the government. But 
in any event such legislative precedents 
could not avail as authority against a 
clear and undaunted principle of the 
legislation."

PERILS OF THE SEA. 


A Bi'isantine Wrecked on the Eng- 
I <nh Coaxt and Ten Sailors 
Drowned. 


LONDON-, March 1 6 . — A fearful marine 
di.^aster is reported from the Isle of 
Wight. 
The Norwegian 
brigantine 
Gudrun, commanded by Captain Ton- 
nesen, Aas been wrecked at Totlands, 
near the western extremity of the Isle 
of Wight, and not far from the famous 
Needle Rocks. 
The Gudrun hails from 
Norway and has been sailing about to 
and fro to parts of the world where a 
profitable cargo was offered. The Gud- 
run sailed from Bahaia, South America, 
on January 8, for Pensacola, Fla., arriv- 
ing there February 19, and then started 
for Great Britian. 
The brigantine is 
said to have run on the rocks while 
mak'ng for Southampton, by way of the 
Solent. 
Before assistance could arrive 
ten of the crew perished. 
They are 
said to have been mostly, if not all 
Scandanavians. 
It is said that the 
Grudrun had no real business at Pen- 
Facola, but called there in order to get 
clearing papers from a port other than 
a Bra-iilian, as there is a strict quaran- 
tine in Great Britian against vessels 
from several ports in Brazil.

WA.SHIXGTON, March 17.—"It is very 
likely," said Attorney General Miller,

ers is banker John W. Faxton, of Lou- 
isville, whose signature was cleverly 
forged on the back of one the drafts 
lately cashed at a Cincinnati bank by 
the mysterious Thomas Hunt.

also a sister of Char'es 0. Faxton, once 
editor of the Louisville Courier-Journal. 
When Mrs. Thomas became stage struck 
she left here and went to Nashville, and 
from that time until now her identity 
has not been known.

SECRETARY FOSTER HOME. 
He^Carrles a Black Eye as a Memento 
of the Yisit Abroad. 


NEW 
YORK, March 17.—The North 
German Lloyd steamer Spree from Bre- 
men via Southampton, with Secretary 
Foster on board, arrived off Fire Island 
at 11 o'clock last night, reaching quar- 
antine at 1:201. m. 
At 7 a. m. the Sec- 
retary was transferred to the steamboat 
Laura M. Starrin, which immediately 
left quar&ntin« for the city. 
The Sec- 
retary had a rather rough voyage. On 
the 12th the sea was very rough. Mr. 
Foster was seated in a steamer chair on 
the upper deck, when 
the steamer 
lurched heavily, throwing the secretary 
to the deck, his head striking the port 
rail and blackening his right eye. His 
health has been much improved by the 
trip. 


In an interview with a United Press 
correspondent this afternoon the secre- 
tary said in regard to the terms, "clam- 
mouthed" and,"flannel-mouthed" Irish- 
men, alleged to have been used by him 
in an interview abroad: "I certainly 
made use of no such terms as are im- 
puted to me, or any word derrogatory 
to the Irish race. 
Neither did I have 
an interview with any one for publica- 
tion. The story, I imagine, grew out of 
a conversation I had in my room 
with a number of friends and callert. 
Im migration, which is one of the lub- 
jects of interest to England just now, 
was being discussed. 
In speaking of 
the character of the immigration com- 
ing to our shores, I incidentally touched 
upon the ease with which the Irish 
children assimilated with us and be- 
came Americanized. 
Even among the 
commonest classes of Irish emigrant« 
was this noticeable. 
The same, I re- 
marked, could be said of the German im- 
migrants, who soon became imbued with 
American ideas. 
This was in contrast 
to the Poles and Danish people of the 
south of Europe who were slower in as- 
similation and who maintained the 
characteristics of their nationality for 
a longer period." 
Speaking of his visit 
to London, Secretary Foster said: "It 
will be understood that I did not go 
abroad in an official capacity, but for 
the benefit of my health." 


BRITISH BARK ASHORE. 


The Windermere In • Dancevowi Poai- 
tlon on the New Jersey Coast. 


DEAL BEACH, N . J., March 18.—The 
British bark Windermere, from Milford 
Haven for New York, is ashore on Deal 
Beach. 
The vessel ashore near here is 
the new British bark Windermere, a 
four masted ship of about 3,000 tons, 
bound from Milford Haven January 
23 for New York and Calcutta. 
She is 
owned by Fisher & Spratt, of London, 
and is in ballast consigned to Vernon, 
Browns county, N. Y. 
The crew of No. 
5 life saving station has gone to assist 
crew No. 6. 
Two men have already 
been brought ashore by the life saving 
crew. 
There are still thirty-eight on 
board. 
They do not know how to 
handle the breeches buoy, or rescue 
would be more easily accomplished. 
The life saving people, however, are in- 
structing them and will probably have 
all ashore in tiwo hours. 


TERROR STRICKEN 


Are the Inhabitants of Taney County 
Missonrl. 


OzABK, Mo., March 18.—News was re- 
ceived here yesterday that the people 
on the Roark creek in Taney county, 
where Bright killed his wife, have 
nearly all left their homes. A man 
who lives in the neighborhood with 
Bright's family says that most of the 
mob came from Little Creek and hardly 
any one can be found at home.
